DEATH. OF GERMAN S, PHIPPEN.

EXETER WON IN SPECTACULAR 
CONTEST. 


Six thousand poeple saw the Phil- 
lips Exeter academy football téam de- 
feat the Phillips Andover academy 
eleven 14 to 11 at Exeter Saturday af- 
ternoon in one of the greatest contests: 
ever played between these famous ri- 
val college preparatory schools. 

Both academies had teams which 
would have been a credit to a cclege 
and the exhibition of football has rare- 
ly been excelled in ‘the big college 
games. Both elevens showed a thor- 
ough knowledge of the game, but Exe- 
ter was able to execute her plays with 
better effect than Andover, and this 
together with fumbles by Andover at 
critical times rerulted in a hard won 
victory for Exeter. . 

While Exeter won and clearly played 
the better game Andover fought game- 
ly and came within an ace of pulling 
out avictory in the last five minutes 
of play, when Cummings made his sec- 
ond attempt to kick a drop kick goal 
from the field.

on evidence, since the defendant, -Lor- 
ing N. Farnum, was called by _the 
plaintiffs, and was then examined by 
his own counsel. 

The evidence for the plaintiffs, closed 
Tuesday afternoon and then = argu- 
ments Were made before Juige Law- 
ton in regard to the liability of the 
Boston and Northern street railway 
company and the Middleton and Dan- 
vers street railway company. This 
morning Judge Lawton announced 
that he should instruct the jury to 
find for the defendant as far as the 
street railway companies were concern- 
ed and the only question.left for the 
jury to determine therefore, Was 
whether or not Mr.’ Farnum was liable 
for the explosion which caused the in- 
jury to. the three plaint 

Judge Lawton said that he 
should rule that the jury must not 
consider the third count in the plain- 
tiff’s declaration, viz., that the ways, 
works and machinery of the defendant 
were defective, no evidence being in- 
troduced to maintain the allegation. 

Loring N. Farnum was on the wit- 
ness stand the greater part of the af- 
ternoon Tuesday. He testified that 
he is a civil engineer and contractor 
in the construction of railroads and 
dams and that he began the work of 
constructing the roadbed of the Mid- 
dleton- and Danvers. street railway in 
October, 1901. He produced the, con- 
tract which he had with the Middleton 
and Danvers company. He said that 
he did’not personally hire any of the 
three defendants, Wililam P. Hooe, 
Garrett E. Welch or Ernest Lane. He 
made an examination of the ground af- 
ter. a blast on the afternoon of Feb. 
13, 1902, and saw nothing to indicate 
that all the dynamite cartridges had 
not exploded. ‘He was not present 
when the explosion occurred the fol- 
lowing morning but reached the scene 
about an hour afterwards. He declared 
that every precaution that could be 
tuken to avoid accidents was taken, 
and that. he had employed competent 
men to have charge of the loading and 
firing of the dynamite. 

In his argument Ex-Congressman 
Knox, who appears for Mr. Farnum, 
maintained that the plaintiffs, upon 
whom rests the burden of proof had 
not established the fact that Mr. Far- 
num or. any one in his employ had 
beeh careless or negligent and were 
therefore to blame’for the- unexpected 
explosion of dynamite’ which” resulted 
in the injury to the three plaintiffs, 
He said that there.was no denying the 
explosion or the injury but that, un- 


|, fortunate as it was, it would not be 
justice to hold Mr. Farnum liable sim- 


ply because he “was the contractor. do- 
ing the work, unless it was clear that 
he or his employes in charge of the 
dynamite had been careless. 

The arguments of the plaintitts 
counsel were to the effect that Mr. 
Farnum had been negligent in not 
taking more precautions ‘to find. out 
whether or not all of the dynamite had 
exploded. :

FOOTBALL. 


EXETER WON IN SPECTACULAR 
CONTEST. 


Six thousand poeple saw the Phil- 
lips Exeter academy football team de- 
feat the Phillips Andover academy 
eleven 14 to 11 at Exeter Saturday af- 
ternoon in one.of the pe~=test contests, 
ever played between“ti wes us ‘ri- 
val college preparatory schools. 

Both academies had teams which 
would have been a credit to a cclege 
and the exhibition of football has rare- 
ly been excelled in the big college 
games. Both elevens showed a thor- 
ough knowledge of the game, but Exe- 
ter was able to execute her plays with 
better effect than Andover, and this 
together with fumbles by Andover at 
critical times resulted in a-hard won 
victory for Exeter. 

While Exeter won and clearly played 
the better game Andover fought game- 
ly and came within an ace of pulling 
out avictory in the last five minutes 
of play, when Cummings made his sec- 
ond attempt to kick a drop kick goal 
from the field. The ball went less than 
a yard outside the goal post. Had the 
goal been secured the score . would 
have been 16 to 14 in Andover’s favor. 
Andover was on Exeter's 30-yard line 
when this kick was made and had been 
gdining ground at every plunge, but 
through fear: that the time would ex- 
pire before a "touchdown could be 
made the kick. was tried. There was 
more time left’ than Andover supposed 
however and Capt. Humbird regres 
that the line plunging game‘was not 
continued. c 

Exeter. outplayed Andover in the first 
half and Andover was manifestly su- 
perior in the second. Exeter put up 
a stubborn defense however, and by 
keeping the ball as much as possible 
maintained her lead and won. ~- There 
is reason to believe that Andover 
would have won ‘but for: fumbling, for 
both of Eyeter’s touchdowns were 
made after ‘she had resumed the ball 
on a fumble near Andover's goal. 

Exeter gained a distinct advantage 
over Andover at the very start by win- 
ning the toss and thus getting an op- 
portunity to choose the north goal 
with the wind and a down grade to fa- 
vor her. Andover fought desperate- 
ly and staved off the inevitable touch- 
down again and again. « Towards the 
end of the half, Capt. Humbird fum- 
bled on his own 20-yard line and Exe- 
ter got the ball. By desperate line 
pinging Exeter carried the ball over 
for*the first touchdown of the game. 

Andover repeatedly held. Exeter for 
downs, whie Exeter amost invariaby 
got the ball from Andover on a fum- 
ble. 

Quarterback Dillon of Andover used 
poor judgment on several occasions in 
the selection of plays and at the very 
start of the game he allowed Exeter 
to score a safety by attempting to ad- 
vance with the ball after a punt when 
he secured the pigskin on his own goal 
line. 

Andover started off in the second 
-half with much dash and soon scored 
a touchdown. One chance to score was 
lost when Thompson fumbled on Exe- 
ter’s 20-yard line. When within 25 
yards of Exeter’s goal again Cummings 
who had been sent in at half back in 
place of. Wéeder, was called upon to 
try for a goal from the fleld. Standing 
on the 30-yard line he ‘sent the ball 
squarely between the goal posts and 
added five points to Andover’s score. 

The ends, Austin, at center, and 
Thompson did the best. work for An- 
dover. Greene, Exeter's big half back, 
played conspicuously well, and Heim 


ran the Exeter team with excellent 
judgment.
